No. SRO B-33/2024.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution of 
India, the Governor of Tamil Nadu hereby makes the following Amendments to the Special Rules for the Tamil Nadu 
Labour Service [Section 20-B in Volume-Il of the Tamil Nadu Services Manual, 2016]:- 


AMENDMENTS 


In the said Special rules, in rule 2, in the Table, for the entries in column (3) against category "Assistant 
Commissioners of Labour" in column (2) and the corresponding entry "Direct Recruitment" in column (2) thereon, the 
‘following entries shall be substituted: - 


"(i) Must possess a degree of any of the Universities incorporated by an Act of the Central or State Legislature 
in India or any other Educational Institutions established by an Act of Parliament or declared to be deemed as an 
University under section 3 of the University Grants Commission Act, 1956; and 


(ii) Must not have completed or will complete thirty two (32) years of age on the first day of July of the year in 
which the selection for appointment is made: 


Provided that other things being equal, preference shall be given to freedom fighters and members of their families. 


Explanation.- (1) The expression "freedom fighters" shall mean persons who took part in any of the National 
Movements inaugurated by National Congress or under its sanction for attainment of independence of India and as 
a consequence have undergone imprisonment. 


(2) The expression "Family" shall mean the father, mother, son, daughter, grandson or unmarried grand daughter 
of a freedom fighter.".
